Notw t hstanding the provisions above, the Departnent of

(b) To appoint, subject to the Personnel Code, persons
to be nmenbers of a police and security force. Menbers of the
security force shall be peace officers when performng duties
pursuant to this Section and as such shall have all of the
powers possessed by policenen in cities and sheriffs,
including the power to nmake arrests on view or issue
citations for violations of State statutes or city or county
ordi nances, except that in counties of nore than 1,000, 000
popul ation, any powers created by this subsection shall be
exercised only (i) when necessary to protect the property,
personnel, or interests of the Departnent or any State agency
for whom the Departnent manages, operates, or naintains
property or (ii) when specifically requested by appropriate
State or local Ilaw enforcenent officials, and except that
within counties of 1,000,000 or |ess population, these powers
shall be exercised only when necessary to protect the
property, personnel, or interests of the State of [Illinois
and only while on property managed, operated, or naintained
by the Departnent.

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make it conflict wth any provisions of, or rules pronul gated
under, the Personnel Code.

(c) To charge reasonable fees to all State agencies
utilizing facilities operated by the Departnent for occupancy
related fees and charges.

(b) CQutstanding liabilities as of June 30, payable from
appropriations which have otherw se expired, may be paid out
of the expiring appropriations during the 2-nonth period
ending at the close of business on August 31. Any service
i nvol ving professional or artistic skills or any personal
services by an enployee whose conpensation is subject to
i ncome tax w thhol ding nust be performed as of June 30 of the

out of the expiring appropriation.

Medi cal paynents may be made by the Departnent of
Veterans' Affairs fromits appropriations for those purposes
for any fiscal year, without regard to the fact that the
medi cal services being conpensated for by such paynent may
have been rendered in a prior fiscal year.

Medi cal paynments may be nade by the Departnent of Public
Aid and child care paynents nmay be nade by the Departnent of
Human Services (as successor to the Departnent of Public Aid)
fromappropriations for those purposes for any fiscal year,
wi thout regard to the fact that the nedical or child care
servi ces being conpensated for by such paynent nmay have been
rendered in a prior fiscal year; and paynents may be nmade at
the direction of the Departnment of Central Managenent
Services fromthe Health Insurance Reserve Fund and the Local
Government Health Insurance Reserve Fund without regard to
any fiscal year limtations.

Addi tionally, paynents may be nmade by the Departnent of
Human Services from its appropriations, or any other State
agency fromits appropriations wth the approval of the
Department of Human Services, fromthe Immgration Reform and
Cont r ol Fund for purposes authorized pursuant to the
| mrm gration Reformand Control Act of 1986, w thout regard to

any fiscal year limtations.
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Further, with respect to costs incurred in fiscal years
2002 and 2003 only, paynents nay be nade by the State

Nutrition Program for any fiscal year without regard to the
fact that the services being conpensated for by such paynment
may have been rendered in a prior fiscal year.

(2) Factors affecting the Departnment of Public
Aid's liabilities, including but not limted to nunbers
of aid recipients, levels of nedical service utilization
by aid recipients, and inflation in the cost of nedical
servi ces.

(3) The results of the Departnent's efforts to
conbat fraud and abuse.

(h) As provided in Section 4 of the CGeneral Assenbly
Conpensation Act, any utility bill for service provided to a
General Assenbly nenber's district office for a period
including portions of 2 consecutive fiscal years may be paid
from funds appropriated for such expenditure in either fiscal
year.

(1) An agency which admnisters a fund classified by the
Comptroller as an internal service fund may issue rules for

Sec. 8. The Authority shall have the power:
(a) To acquire, own, wuse, hire, |ease, operate and

di spose of personal property, real property (except with

respect to the headquarters buil ding and surrounding | and of

the Authority located at 2700 Ogden Avenue, Downers G ove,

Il1linois, which nay be sold or nortgaged only as provided in

Section 7.5 of the State Property Control Act), any interest

therein, including rights-of-way, franchises and easenents.

(b) To enter into all contracts and agreenents necessary
or incidental to the performance of its powers wunder this
Act. Al enploynent contracts |let under this Act shall be in
conformty wth the applicable provisions of "An Act
regul ating wages of |aborers, nechanics and ot her workers
enpl oyed under contracts for public works,"” approved June 26,
1941, as anended.

(c) To enmploy and discharge, wthout regard to the

requirenents of any civil service or personnel act, such
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adm ni strative, engi neeri ng, traffic, architectural
construction, and financial experts, and inspectors, and such
ot her enpl oyees, as are necessary in the Authority's judgnent
to carry out the purposes of this Act; and to establish and
adm ni ster standards of classification of all of such persons
wth respect to their conpensation, duties, performance, and
tenure; and to enter into contracts of enploynent wth such
persons for such periods and on such terns as the Authority
deens desirabl e.

(d) To appoint by and with the consent of the Attorney
CGeneral, assistant attorneys for such Authority, which said
assi stant attorneys shall be under the control, direction and
supervision of the Attorney General and shall serve at his
pl easur e.

(e) To retain special counsel, subject to the approval
of the Attorney General, as needed fromtine to tine, and fix
t heir conpensation, provided however, such special counsel
shal |l be subject to the control, direction and supervision of
the Attorney Ceneral and shall serve at his pleasure.

(f) To wacquire, construct, relocate, operate, regul ate
and maintain a systemof toll highways through and within the
State of Illinois. However, the Authority does not have the
power to acquire, operate, regulate or maintain any system of
toll highways or toll bridges or portions of them (including
but not limted to any system organi zed pursuant to D vision
108 of Article 11 of the Illinois Minicipal Code) in the
event either of the following conditions exists at the tine
t he pr oposed acqui sition, oper ati on, regul ation or
mai nt enance of such systemis to becone effective:

(1) the principal or interest on bonds or ot her
instrunments evidencing indebtedness of the systemare in
default; or

(2) the principal or interest on bonds or ot her

instrunments evidencing indebtedness of the system have been
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in default at any tinme during the 5 year period prior to the
proposed acqui sition.

To facilitate such construction, operation and
mai nt enance and subject to the approval of the D vision of
H ghways of the Departnent of Transportation, the Authority
shall have the full use and advantage of the engineering
staff and facilities of the Departnent.
